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In order to offset recent in- 
creases in expenses, principally 
in wages and taxes, which were 
not and could not have been con- 
sidered by the department of public 
utilities in the rate proceedings of 
1949, the New England Telephone 
and Telegraph Co, has proposed 
certain rate increases totalling 
$5,300,000 a year. In its petition 
to the department of public utili- 
ties last Friday the company 
pointed out that this amount is 
necessary to bring its rate of re- 


turn to the minimum level estab- 
lished by the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial court in its 


recent decision, 

At the same time the company 
estimated that refunds to cus- 
tomers, which are to be based on 
1949 expense levels, would amount 
approximately $2,000,000 for the 
past two-year period. The company 
further said that final determina- 
tion of the amount and the method 
of distribution of the refunds will 
be made by the department of 
public utilities, 

Company officials pointed out 
that the monthly base rates for 
residence customers would remain 
unchanged under the _ proposed 
schedules.

Swagegering Puppet 
Troops in Mufti 

An armed militia in mufti, de- 
scribed in official bulletins as 
**Peace and Fatherland [efend- 
ers,’’ is being recruited in Bul- 
garia, They are to snoop on factory 
workers, suspected of anti-Com- 
munist sentiments, and to Sup- 
plement police defense against in- 
surrection, while the Bulgarian 
regular army is moved away from 
cities to the Yugoslav frontier. 

General Peter Panchevski, de- 
fense minister, who spent the last 
twenty years in Russia and fought 
in the Soviet army in World War II, 
tried to whip up a fighting spirit 
in his soldiers by warning, ‘“The 
Balkan tools of American inciters 
of war and Tito’s robber gang are 
capable of any provocations.”’ 

If these swaggering, ‘“‘trigger 
happy’’ puppet troops with their 
auxiliary militias, swollen police 
forces and guerrilla reserves con- 
tinue to grow, Soviet might would 
increase, even were \loscow to 
agree to limit Russia’s own mili- 
tary expansion Satellites might 
even invade Yugoslavia and Ger- 
many, and go on to Italy, France 
and the [Low Countries without 


needing Russian troops.
